Paris, July 13.- Alfred Dreyfus was 
yesterday completely acquitted of tho 
charges on which he was condemned as 
a traitor, dismissed from the army and 
imprisoned on Devil’s Island, regarding 
which France has been torn for years 
by the most hitter political and racial 
agitation. 
His vindication is two fold, 
the Supreme Court first announcing a 
decision establishing tin* entire inno­ 
cence of the accused man and the Min­ 
istry later decided to put in an urgent 
bill in Parliament restoring Dreyfus to 
the army with advanced 
rank and 
otherwise giving reparation. 
The decision of the court was a fore­ 
gone conclusion. 
Exhaustive inquiries 
had completely demonstrated the ac­ 
cusation against the man showing the 
real culprit was Major Count Ester-] 
hazy. 
The i1ec is ion, therefore, annulled the 
conviction of the Rennes com (-martial 
and ordered that the acquittal he posted 
and published throughout France. 
At night the Ministers held a protrac­ 
ted special session at the Elysee Palace 
under President Fallieres and deter- 
min J on the Government’s course. 
Two bills were formulated which will 
be introduced in the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties concerning respectively Dreyfus 
and Col. Picquart, 
The object is to restore both to the 
ranks they would have held if they had 
served continuously in the army. Drey­ 


fus consequently 'will be nominated a 
Major with eventual early promotion 
to a Lieutenant Colonelship. 
Picquart 
will ^immediately become a Brigadier 
General. 
Dreyfus’ name will also he 
inscribed for the list of the Legion of 
Honor, hut he will not he directly nom- 
nated to that distinction.

T ru th A bout the Chinese. 
If every American could visit China 
tho question of Chinese immigration 
would soon be settled upon a perma­ 
nent basis, for no one can become ac­ 
quainted with the Chinese coolie with­ 
out recognizing the impossibility of 
opening the doors of our country to 
him with O' t injustice to our own la­ 
boring men. demoralization to our so­ 
cial ideas, injury to China's reputation 
among us. and danger to our diplo­ 
matic relations with 
that 
country, 
says William J. Bryan, 
in 
Success 
Magazine. 
I made it a point to inquire among 
the Chinese whom I met. in order to 
ascertain the real sentiment back of 
the boycott. 
I bad heard of students 
being subjected to harsh regulations 
at ports of entry, of travelers humili­ 
ated by confinement in uncomfortable 
sheds, and of m erchants treated rude­ 
ly. and I supposed that these things 
had aroused the resentment. 
I found, 
however, that the things complained 
of were more difficult to deal with 
and the concessions demanded impos­ 
sible to grant. 
In order to understand 
the boycott one must know something 
of Chinese history. 
As China 
has 
never had representative government 
the people have been 
compelled 
to 
bring their complaints before officials 
by petition; and. where the petition 
has been ignored, they have been ac­ 
customed to bring such pressure to 
bear as was within their power, and 
the boycott has often been resorted to 
as a means of compelling action upon 
the part of c * I Als. 
They, therefore, 
conceived the id a of a boycott against 
American go. ’.a for the double pur­ 
pose cf urging their own government 
to favorable action and of calling the 
attention of the American government 
to their complaint. 
Our officials are 
doing what they can to convince the 
Chinese government of the injustice 
and folly of the boycott, and the Chi­ 
nese officials with whom I conversed 
seemed anxious to cooperate with our 
minister and consuls. 
Immediate ac­ 
tion upon the part of our congress, 
whether favorable or unfavorable to 
the Chinese, will remove the excuse 
for a boycott; 
and our government 
should not be influenced in its action 
by any threats affecting trade, for the 
subject is too grave to be determined 
by commercial considerations.

Murderer of Young Beanblossom Ob­ 
tains Leave to File Petition 
GUTHRIE: 
George Moran, who is 
serving a life sentence for the m urder 
of Joseph Beanblossom, aged twelve 
near Rush Springs in June, 1901. has 
won a victory In the United States 
supreme court by obtaining leave to 
file a petition for habeas corpus and 
certiorari, claiming that he is unlaw­ 
fully held a prisoner for the alleged 
participation in the highway robbery 
and the murder of the Beanblossom 
boy. 
The certiorari grants Moran an 
appeal to the supreme court from the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
at St. Louis, where recently his habeas 
corpus 
action 
was 
turned 
down. 
Moran is a Choctaw Indian. 
Young Beanblossom was killed by 
the Bert Casey gang of outlaws, who 
held up a party of which Beanblossom 
was a member. 
Both Mort Perkins 
and Moran are serving life sentences 
for the crime. Moran claims the crime 
was committed on government land 
and he should have been tried in a 
federal instead of a territorial court.

U npunished Offenders. 
There are things which to sensitive 
souls constitute a disturbance of tho 
peace, and yet for which there is no ade­ 
quate punishment prescribed by law, 
very truly observes a writer in the St. 
Louis Globe-Pemocrat. 
A man in 
a 
short coat and silk hat is an offense of 
this kind, and a fat woman in a “rainy- 
day” skirt and peek-a-boo waist is an­ 
other. There are legions of them. They 
offend the artistic sense, and m ar the 
face of nature. 
Now and then some 
aesthetic person, made desperate 
by 
these abuses, takes the law into his own 
hands and inflicts punishment, usually 
at severe cost to himself. For instance. 
if the man who stabbed Thomas Reed 
for playing a guitar in an undertaking 
establishment is caught, he may be sent 
to the penitentiary. 
Such is the injus­ 
tice of our laws. W hat is needed is a 
corps of armed censors of things in gen­ 
eral, something between a police and a 
humane society force, and vested with 
authority to arrest offenders 
against 
good taste. A special court for the trial 
of such offenders could be provided, and 
the keepers of mechanical musical in­ 
struments, 
the street-car 
whistlers, 
platform chumps and persons who talk 
at the play et a1, could have justice 
meted out to them. As long as such of­ 
fenders are left unpunished by law, so 
long will there be “unexplained4* m ur­ 
ders and assaults, for they “get on the 
nerves” of people who 
have artistic 
sensibilities, and these people become 
aroused to desperate 
deeds, 
braving 
even martyrdom for the holy cause of 
good taste. 
The world would welcome 
such a department of justice as we have 
suggested, if some one would take the 
initiative to secure the proper legisla­ 
tion. 
Here is the opportunity for some 
ambitious reformer to endear himself to 
the masses and make Folk, Hadley and 
Jerome to pale their ineffectual fires

Plan to Have Indian Rolls Made Pub­ 
lic Property and Filed 
MUSKOGEE; 
Two of the clauses 
which have been Inserted iii the Indian 
appropriation bill by Senator Clapp 
on the floor of the senate as amend­ 
ments have special interest to Indian 
Territory people. 
One is a clause 
which provides that the Indian rolls 
shall be made public property and 
made into books, a copy of each book 
to be flied with the recorder in each 
of the twenty-six recording districts 
in Indian Territory, where they shall 
be open to the inspection of the pub­ 
lic free of charge. 
These are the rolls 
over which there has been such a 
scandal on account of some one steal­ 
ing them and making copies. 
The 
demand for the information is attested 
by the fact that some of the copies 
sold for $450. 
The other clause is one that pro­ 
vides that no person who has been 
in the employ of the Dawes commis­ 
sion or who may be subsequently em­ 
ployed sh*ll be allowed to practice 
before the commission as attorney or 
agent fitr two years after having re­ 
signed from the commission. 
This 
is the policy that was 
adopted 
by 
Tams Bixby, but it was not sustained 
by the secretary of the interior. It will 
also stop the practice that a good many 
have adopted of coming 
to 
Indian 
Territory, getting a place on the com­ 
mission and working until they set 
familiar with the government system 
and the laws and then quit the govern­ 
ment service to go into the practice 
of law. 


IM P O R T A N T L IQ U O R D E C IS IO N 


Judge Holds That Quantity H as Noth­ 
ing to Do 
W ith the Law 
MUSKOGEE: Judge Lawrence has 
made a decision on the liquor ques- 


j tion that is of great interest. 
In the 
case of Jim Richardson, indicted for 
Introducing liquor, a dem urrer to the 
indictment had 
been made on 
tho 
grounds that the liquor 
Richardson 
had was but a small quantity, and was 
for his personal use. 
Judge Law- 
rence refused to sustain the demurrer, 
and held that the introduction of one 
drop of liquor was an infraction of 
the law, just as much as the introduc- 


j tion of a barrel. 
It has been believed 
by many that the courts would sustain 
a plea that a person was not guilty of 
a violation of the spirit of the law if 
a bottle of liquor was brought in for 
personal use and not disposed of. 
The only way that liquor can be 
legally brought into Indian Territory 
is by a special permit granted by the 
secretary of war. 
It is believed that 
there is but one such permit in the 
territory, and that is said to belong to 
one of the federal judges. 


Infant Throw n Into a Well 
NORMAN! 
While crossing a lot 
owned by him, one of the most promi­ 
nent of Noble saw a dry sack in the 
bottom of a well, which had been 
caved in for nearly a year. 
He pulled 
the sack out, and found that it con­ 
tained the body of a white baby, prob­ 
ably not more than a day old. 
Tho 
small amount of water which had been 
in the well was sufficient to drown 
the child. 
Tho body was still warm 
with life when found. The sheriff and 
county attorney have been investigat­ 
ing the case, and while they have not 
yet secured any direct evidence, it is

Washington.—The opening of a par- j 
tion of the Shoshone reservation in 
Wyoming, which is scheduled for some 
time this summer, promises to Inaugu­ 
rate a stampede of prospectors as well 
as settlers into that region. 
Uncle 
Sam 
has 
thrown 
barriers 
around this reservation for many years 
and, notwithstanding the importuning*! 
of all classes of miners, has steadil) 
refused to allow any explorations ta 
be made. A few prospectors have ven­ 
tured across the line, but were always 
driven back by watchful scouts. 
Some of the prospectors in their brief 
stay secured specimens of minerals and 
the impression has 
now 
gone forth 
that portions of the ceded area are ex­ 
ceedingly rich in minerals of various 
kinds. 
Congress at the last session passed 
the necessary legislation to open more 
than a million acres of this reservation 
to settlement and exploration. The ag­ 
ricultural areas will be opened under 
the form adopted by the land office in 
opening the Sioux reservation in South I 
Dakota, the selections being made by | 
lottery. 
With a mean average of rainfall of j 
about 13 inches a year, the climate is j 
too arid for the raising of crops with- j 
out irrigation, but a large amount of 
water in the two rivers is available for 
this use. By the construction of irilga- j 
tion canals wide areas of 
the 
basin ; 
lands could be brought under cultiva- , 
tion. especially if the flood waters of [ 
the mountain slopes could he stored for 
use during the dry season. The great­ 
er part of the region is well adapted 
Tor grazing and this undoubtedly will 
be its principal use. Fully two-thirds 
of the land bears a fair growth of nu­ 
tritious grasses, and water for stock is 
within reach, excepting in a few dis­ 
tricts. 
In portions of the Owl Creek moun­ 
tains granites and associated schists 
are exposed, containing gold and other 
ores, which may possibly occur in stif- 
fleient amount to be of economic im­ 
portance, while in the southern end of 
the Shoshone range, which constitutes 
the northwestern corner of the ceded 
area, there m ay possibly 
be found a 
so u th ern extension of the mineral veins 
of the lxirwin region. 
Coal deposits 
occur in the center of the ceded area, 
and, although probably they may not 
merit extensive working, they will af­ 
ford a useful local supply. 
The omy settlers now in the ceiled 
area are a few Indians and white men 
who have married 
squaws, and 
the 
ranches of these persons are 
widely 
scattered along the rivers and on the 
creeks near the foot of the mountains.

lf all the domestic eggs laid in the 
United States were sold at a fair price 
the amount realized would pay off the 1 
national debt in two years.

Truth About the Chinem. 


It every American could visit China 


the question of Chinese 
immigration 


would soon be settled upon a perma- 
nent basis,, for no one can become ac- 
quainted with the Chinese coolie with- 
out recognizing the impossibility ot 
opening the doors of our coxmtry to 
him without Injustice to our own la- 
boring men. demoralization to our so- 
cial Ideas, injury to China's reputation 
unoag us, and danger to our diplo- 
matic relations with that 
country, 


says William J. Bryan, in Success 
Magazine. 


I made it a point to inquire among 


the Chinese whom I met, in order to 
ascertain the real sentiment back ot 
Ue boycott. 
I had heard of students 


being subjected to harsh regulations 
•t ports of entry, of travelers humlll- 
mted by confinement in uncomfortable 
sheds, and of merchants treated rude- 
ly, and I supposed that these things 
tad aroused the resentment. I found, 
however, that the things complained 
Of were more difficult to deal with 
and the concessions demanded impos- 
sible to grant. In order to understand 
the boycott one must know something 
of Chinese history. 
As China 
has 


never had representative government 
the people have been compelled to 
bring their complaints before officials 
by petition; and, where the petition 
has been ignored, they have been ac- 
customed to bring such pressure to 
bear as was within their power, and 
the boycott has often been resorted to 
as a means of compelling action upon 
the part of c " -als. 
They, therefore, 


conceived the ,.,a of a boycott against 
American goi !3 for the double pur 
pose of urging their own government 
to favorable action and of calling the 
attention of the American government 
to their complaint. 
Our officials are 


doing what they can to convince the 
Chinese government of the injustice, 
and folly of the boycott, and the Chi- 
nese officials with whom I conversed 
seemed anxious to coopera'e with our 
minister and consuls. Immed'ate ac- 
tion upon the part of our congress. ] 
whether favorable or unfavorable to i 
the Chinese, will remove the excuse 
for a bo\cott; and our government 
should not be Influenced in its action 
by any threats affecting trade, for the 
subject Is too grave to be determined ] 
by commercial considerations. 
' 


Unpunished Offenders. 


There are things which to sensitive 


eouls constitute a disturbance of tho 
peace, and yet for which there is no ade- 
quate punishment prescribed by law, 
very truly observes a writer in the St. 
Louts Globe-Democrat. A man In a ' 
short coat and silk hat is an offense of , 
this kind, and a fat woman in a. "rainy- 
day" skirt and peek-a-boo waist is an- 
other. There ara legions of them. They 
offend the artistic sense, and mar tho 
face of nature. 
Now and then some 


aesthetic person, made desperate by 
these abuses, takes the law into his own 
hands and inflicts punishment, usually 
nt severe cost to himself. For instance, 
if the man who stabbed Thomas Reed 
for pla>mg a guitar in an undertaking 
establishment is caught, he may be sent 
to the penitentiary. Such Is the injus- 
tice 01 our laws. What is needed is a 
corps of armed censors of things in gen- 
eral, something between a police and a 
humane society force, and vested with 
authority to arrest offenders against 
good taste. A special court for the trial 
of such offenders could be pro\ ided, and 
the keepers of mechanical musical in- 
struments, the street-car whistlers, 
platform chumps and persons who talk 
at the play et al. could have Justice 
meted out to them. As long as such of- 
fenders are left unpunished by law, so 
long will there be "unexplained" mur- 
clerb and assaults, for they "get on the 
nerves" of people who ha\e artistic 
sensibilities, and these people become 
aroused to desperate deeds, bravlm? 
even martj rdom for tlie holy cause of 
good taste 
The world would welcome 


such a department of Justice as we have 
suggested, if some one would take the 
initiative to secure the proper legisla- 
tion. Here is the opportunity for some 
ambitious reformer to endear himself to 
the masses and make Folk, Hadley and 
Jerome to pale their Ineffectual fires 
in the bright light of his genius. 


Murderer of Young Beanbloaiom Ob- 


tains Leave to Pile Petition 


GUTHRIE: 
George Moran, who Is 


serving a life sentence for tho murder 
of Joseph Beanblossom, aged twelve 
near Rush Springs in June, 1901, has 
won a victory in the United States 
supreme court by obtaining leave to 
file a petition for hubeas corpus and 
certlorarl, claiming that he is unlaw- 
fully held a prisoner for the alleged 
participation In the highway robbery 
and the murder of the Beanblossom 
boy. 
The certtorart grants Moran an 


appeal to the supreme court from the 
United States circuit court of appeals, 
at St. Louis, where recently his habeas 
corpus 
action 
was 
turned 
down. 


Moran is a Choctaw Indian, 


Young Beanblossom was killed by 


the Bert Casey gang of outlaws, who 
held up a party of which Beanblossom 
was a member. 
Both Mort Perkins 


and Moran arc serving life sentences 
for the crime. Moran claims the crime 
was conimltted on government land 
and he should have been tried in a 
federal Instead of a territorial court.

Plan to Have Indian Rolls M«de Pub- 


lic Property and Filed 


MUSKOGEE: 
Two of the clauses 


which have been inserted in the Indian 
appropriation bill by Senator Clapp 
on tho floor of the senate ab amend- 
ments have special interest to Indian 
Territory people. 
One Is a clause 


which provides that the Indian rolls 
shall be made public property and 
made into books, a copy of each book 
to be filed with the recorder in each 
of the twenty-six recording districts 
in Indian Territory, where they shall 
be open to the inspection of the pub- 
lic free of charge. These are the rolls 
over which there has been such n 
scandal on account of some one stea'- 
Ing them and making copies. 
The 


demand for the Information Is attested 
by the fact that some of the copies 
sold for $450. 


The other clause Is one that pro- 


vides that no person who has been 
in the employ of the Dawes commis- 
sion or who may be subsequently em- 
ployed shjjll be allowed to practice 
before the comnxlssion as attorney or 
agent fdr two years after having re- 
signed from the commission 
This 


Is tho policy that was 
adopted 
by 


Tarns Blxby, but It was not sustained 
by the secretary of the Interior. It will 
also stopthe practice that a good many 
have adopted of coming 
to 
Indian 


Territory, getting a place on the com- 
mission and working until they ^et 
familiar with the government system 
and the laws and then quit the govern- 
ment service? to go Into the practice 
of law. 


IMPORTANT LIQUOR DECISION 


One of the largest retail tobacco deal- 


ers in the United States says that the 
consumption of chewing tobacco has In- 
creased almost 50 per cent, in five years.

around this reservation for many years 
and, notwithstanding the importuning 
of all classes of miners, has steadllj 
refused to allow any explorations t« 
be made. A few prospectors have ven- 
tured across the line, but were always 
driven back by watchful scouts. 


Some of tho prospectors In their brief 


stay secured specimens of minerals and 
the impression has now gone forth 
thut portions of the ceded area are ex- 
ceedingly rich in minerals of various 
kinds. 


Congress at the last session passed 


the necessary legislation to open more 
than a million acres of this reservation 
to settlement and exploration. The ag- 
ricultural areas will be opened uader 
the form adopted by the land office In 
opening the Sioux reservation in South 
Dakota, the selections being made by 
lottery.

out irrigation, but u large amount, of 
water in the two rivers is available for 
this use.

One egg of any domestic fowl is a 


very small matter. It may be what IB 
sometimes called "loud" owing to its 
age and condition, but taken alone 
may be called a trifle. We might say 
the same of a single penny, but enough 
of them would pay off the national 
debt. When'we hear a hen cackle we 
take it for granted that she has depos 
ited an,egg somewhere, and if we give 
it any further thought it is that of it- 
self too trifling a matter to spend any 
time over. A little investigation wi 
teach us the folly of despising small 
things.

A contemporary has been looking in- 


to and making some calculations about 
what 
might 'be called eggolog and 


though the figures may not in all re- 
spects be eggs-actly correct, they are 
practically so, and some of them are 
highly interesting. The domestic eggs 
produced in the United States in two 
months are worth as much as our gold 
mines turn out in a year. The output 
of six months is more than the annual 
production of pig iron. The report of 
the secretary of agriculture puts the 
value of eggs produced in last year 
above the value of the cotton crop. 


If all 'the domestic eggs laid in the 


United States were sold at a fair price 
the amount realized would pay off the 
national debt in two years. 


These are the facts deduced trorn 


statistics and we presume that they 
are measureably true. They show that 
one of the humblest of our domestic 
friends may truthfully lay claim, while 
she is laying eggs, to a front place in 
the list of wealth producers. As a 
general proposition the hen is not an 
obtrusive creature. 
If she sometimes 


scratches up the early peas or remod, 
els the flower beds it is merely her 
way of reminding us that she is entit- 
led to something more for her services 
than she can .scratch out of the earth

LYNCHING OF NEGRO 


NARROWLY AVERTED 


Duncan, I. T., July 13—Joe Allen a 


yellow negro about 20 years old, was 
placed in the Federal jail here this 
morning about two o'clock, charged 
with criminal indent upon the person of 
Mrs. 
A. P. Harris, living five- miles 


northwest of Caddo. Thursday*morning 
about 9 o'clock as she was attending to 
her daily household work a negro came 
to the front door and asked for a sack 
to carry money he had found in a near- 
by thicket. 
Mrs. Harris replied she 


had no sack and then he asked her to 
come and go with him and he would 
give her some of the money. She 
wanted the negro to go away. 
He 


then pointed a single barreled shot 
gun taking- a single .step forward, then 
Mrs. Harris screamed. 
The negro took 


fright and ran away. 
Mrs. Harris, af- 


ter her recovery from her fright, ran to 
her husband, who was plowing in a 
field near by. Mr. Harris immediately 
notified the neighbors. A posse was 
formed to search for the negro. 
Four 


found in a nearby field were brought 
before MKS. Harris, Jaut were not ident- 
fied. 


A second search found Allen in a 


cabin on Amos Bass' farm. He was 


brought before Mrs. Harris and posi- 
tively identified by her and her little 
daughter. 
He was taken to Caddo and 


placed in the city jail. 


Excitement was high in Caddo all the 


afternoon. 
Three to four huudrccl peo- 


!e closed around the jail, cool heads 
preventing a lynching. 
Five United 


States Marshalls from this city left for 
Caddo and took charge of the negro at 
9 o'clock. 


Large crowds were on the streets, 


armed with shotguns, and 
lynching- 


was talked freely. 
At intervals thore 


vvas firing of guns. 


The Marshals stole the negro out of 


jail and landed Allen safe in jail here. 
He will be given a preliminary trial in 
the United States Court this morning. 
Great excitement and interest prevails 
in this city.

CAPTAIN DREYFUS AT LAST 


VINDICATED AND RESTORED 


Paris, July 13. — Alfred Dreyfus was 


yesterday completely acquitted of the 
charges on which he was condemned as 
a traitor, dismissed from the army and 
imprisoned on Devil's Island, regarding 
which Prance has been torn for years 
by the most bitter political and racial 
agitation. His vindication is two fold, 
the Supreme Court first announcing a 
decision establishing the entire inno- 
cence of the accused man and the Min- 
istry later decided to put in an urgent 
bill in Parliament restoring Dreyfus to 
the army with advanced rank and 
otherwise giving reparation. 


The decision of the court was a fore- 


gone conclusion. Exhaustive inquiries 
had completely demonstrated the ac- 
cusation against the man showing the 
real cnlprit. was Major Count Ester- 
hazy. 


The decision, therefore, annulled the 


conviction of the Rennes com t-martial 
and ordered that the acquittal be posted 
and published throughout France. 


At night the Ministers held a protrac- 


ted special session at the Elysee Palace 
under President Fallieres und deter- 
mined on the Government's course. 
Two bills were formulated which will 
be introduced in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties concerning respectively 
Dreyfus 


and Col. Picquart. 


The object is to restore both to the 


ranks they would have held if they had 
served continuously in the army. Drey- 


fus consequently ' will be Dominated a 
Major with eventual early promotion 
to a Lieutenant Colonelship. Picquart 
will ^immediately become a Brigadier 
General. Dreyfus' nam<| will also be 
inscribed for the list of the Legion of 
Honor, but he will not be directly nom- 
nated to that distinction. 


NEGROES COMBINE; 


Demand Protection in New State Under 


Republican Banner. 


A convention of colored delegates re- 


presenting all sections of the new state, 
adjourned at 
Muskogee 
Wednesday 


night after a two days session. Two 
hundred of the leading negroes of Ok- 
lahoma and the Indian Territory, and a 
permanent organization was perfected, 
having for its object, the protection of 
the negro race, in the constitution and 
laws of Oklahoma. A resolution was 
adopted pledging the organization to 
the principals of the republican party, 
and urging on all colored voters, the 
necessity for the selection of loyal Re- 
publicans to the constitutional conven- 
tion 
An executive committee was 


appointed with a membership in each 
county in the new state authorized to 
carry out the purposes of the organiza- 
tion.

LANDS IN OKLAHOMA 


Oklahoma City. Ok., July 1H.-With 


the opening of the big pasture in Co- 
nuinehe county, allotments of. which 
will be paitu-iputed in liy the Kiowas, 
Comaiu'ht's 
ivntl Apaches, the last In- 


dian lands in Oklahoma 
will have boon 


oponoil to settlement, and the new state 
of Oklahoma 
will hear the distinction 


of coming into statehood without any 
Indian or public lands for future set- 
tlement. 
Perhaps no other state that 


has boon admitted to the union can 
boast of a like condition. 
In fact, in 


nearly every other state that is now in 
the union is more or less land that has 
never been settled upon, and is yet 
available to the'homesteader. 


Oklahoma and Indian Territory, the 


big country originally set apart by the 
United States government especially 
for the Indians, will he c!--jireil of In- 
dian lands before it has actually taken 
on the cloak of active statehood. 
The 


opening to commence in September, in 
Comanche county, will be finished be- 
fore the constitutional co.ivention shall 
ha\ e convened. 
The \vinding up of 


the tribal affairs of the Osage Indians 
and the allotting of their lands which 
has been going on now for the past six 
weeks, will see the Osage Nation, now 
H part of Oklahoma, cleaned of its In- 
dian lands the occupants of which are 
the richest Indians in the world. 


Quaiiiih Parker, chief of till the Co- 


manches, (iotebo, chief of the Kiowas, 


| and Gerom'mo, chief of the Apaches, 
are to figure in the last allotment of 
lands to be made to Indians in Oklaho- 
ma. 
Both Got e bo and Parker have 


been busy for the last two weeks ad- 
vising among their people in the selec- 
tion of allotments for their people. 
Cieronimo, who is still a prisoner of 
war with the members, of his tribe, in 
the southwestern part of Oklahoma, 
has taken no active pai t in the allot- 
ment of lands that are to come to his 
people. This will he guarded, proba- 
bly, solely by the government.

ly, and I supposed that these things 
had aroused the resentment. I found, 
however, that the things complained 
Of were more difficult to deal with 
and the concessions demanded Impos- 
sible to grant.

As long as such of- 
fenders are left unpunished by law, so 
long will there be "unexplained" mur- 
tlerb and assaults, for they "get on the 
nerves" of people who ha\e artistic 
sensibilities, and these people become 
aroused to desperate deeds, braving 
even martj rdom for tiie holy cause of 
good taste 
The world would welcome 


such a department of justice as we have 
eugge-sted, if some one would take the 
initiative to secure the proper legisla- 
tion.

and Prospectors by Uncle 


Sam. 


Washington.—The opening of a par- 


tlon of the Shoshone reservation in 
Wyoming, which is scheduled for some 
time this summer, promises to Inaugu- 
rate a stampede of prospectors as well 
as settlers into that region. 


Uncle Sam has 
thrown 
barrUn-s 


around this reservation for many years 
and, notwithstanding the Importuning 
of all classes of miners, has steadllj 
refused 4 to allow any explorations t« 
be made. A few prospectors have ven- 
tured across the line, but were always 
driven back by watchful scouts. 


Some of the prospectors in their brief 


stay secured specimens of minerals and 
the impression has now gone forth 
that portions of the ceded area are ex- 
ceedingly rich in minerals of various 
kinds.

One egg of any domestic fowl is a 


very small matter. It may be what IB 
sometimes called "loud" owing to its 
age and condition, but taken alone 
may be called a trifle. We might say 
the same of a single penny, but enough 
of them would pay off the national 
debt. When'we hear a hen cackle we 
take it for granted that she has depos 
ited an,egg somewhere, and if we give 
it any further thought it is that of it- 
self too trifling a matter to spend any 
time over. A little investigation wi 
teach us the folly of despising small 
things.

. 
A contemporary has been looking in- 


to and making some calculations about 
what 
might 'be called eggolog and 


though the figures may not in all re- 
spects be eggs-actly correct, they are 
practically so, and some of them are 
highly interesting. The domestic eggs 
produced in the United States in two 
months are worth as much as our gold 
mines turn out in a year. The output 
of six months is more than the annual 
production of pig iron. The report of 
the secretary of agriculture puts the 
value of eggs produced in last year 
above the value of the cotton crop. 


If all 'the domestic eggs laid in the 


United States were sold at a fair price 
the amount realized would pay off the 
national debt in two years. 


These are the facts deduced trorn 


statistics and we presume that they 
are measureably true. They show that 
one of the humblest of our domestic 
friends may truthfully lay claim, while 
she is laying eggs, to a front place in 
the list of wealth producers. As a 
general proposition the hen is not an 
obtrusive creature. 
If she sometimes 


scratches up the early peas or remod, 
els the flower beds it is merely her 
way of reminding us that she is entit- 
led to something more for her services
